A study with source materials of the history of the Second World 
War in Yugoslavia, this book consists of three parts. 

The first part, "Two Days in Yugoslav History, March 25 and 27," 
is a study of the Yugoslav crisis which resulted in the invasion 
of Yugoslavia by Hitler. 

The second part, "Conversations and Correspondence with Prince Paul 
of Yugoslavia (1968-1975)," is primary source material in which 
Prince Paul explains his acts during the crisis in 1941 when he 
tried to avoid Yugoslavia's involvement in the war.
